N«tr Island to Be BuiH In rVe-.v Yorli 


Harbor For a. Hospital. 


A new island is to he built in New 


5ork harbor between Ellis island and 
Bedloete- island.'- says -a" Washington

la to be used for the erection of a hos- 
pital for the care of immigrants suffer- 
ing from contagious disease.

His 
recommendations have been approved 
by Assistant Secretary Taylor, and he 
has been directed to prepare plans and 
estimates for the work.

NOTES PROM THE 
BIG LICKING 


COUNTY FIELD. 


Coshocton Pipe Line to be Pushed by 


a Big Force of Men—New Fran- 


chises for Gas. 


Woid was received by the Utica (las 


Oil & Mining company, says the Uti- 
ca Herald, that the contract for tlit 
construction of the pipe line irom the 
Utica company wells toCoshocton had 
been signed with Contractor Mowry, 
and work has since been commenced. 
The contractor agrees to get tne line 
leady for .service by January 1st, and 
to do so lie says that he will put 400 to 
300 men on the job with steam trench- 
ers ahead of them. About 14 miles of 
pipe will be hauled from Utica and the 
lemamder from Tunnel Hill and other 
points m 'Cosaocton county. 


The Knox county company, compos- 


ed of Waight and others with the "big" 
well to back them.were granted a fran- 
chise in Fredericktown. The rate is to 
be 20 cents by meter, no flat rate speci 
fied, and a jear is allowed for getting 
service in. 


The Logan company has signed one 


contract with Stratton & Son for the 
drilling of ten more wells yet this sea- 
son. Other contractors are also drill- 
ing for them 


The Glen Walalce well is down 


about 1600 feet and the tools got stuck 
Tuesday and had not been rescued yet 
last evening. 


Mayor Estell and Councllmen Miller, 


Marchant and Stimmell of Millersburg 
headed by Mr. Sapp of the Buckeye- 
Utica gas company and Mr. Berry of 
the Knox county company, were in 
Utica Thursday investigating the wells 
Bath companies applied for franchises 
in Millersburg, and the 
gentlemen 


named wished to prepare L_—aseiV'>s 
for \otmg intelligently by examining 
the sources of supply and the prospect 
for speedy piping to the city after a 
franchise is granted. 


They drove first to the {Hunter well 


which is the only one the Knox county 
company has yet drilled and heard it 
blown off" and then came to "Utica 
and listened to the blowing of our 
home company wells 
The amount of 


leased territory each company-has was 
also noted as well as the fact that the 
Buckeye-Utica people had 13 car loads 
of six inch pipe here ready for start- 
ing their line at once. 


The Knox county company filed a 


suit to condemn land for a pipe line 
across premises of Lucinda Stull, Lu- 
cinda Babbs, and Catherine Smith, 54 
rods, but afterward withdrew it ana 
reported an agreement onade as to 
compensation. The company averred 
that it expects to construct a 6-inch 
line to Mt. Vernon where it has con- 
tracted to furnish gas to certain per- 
sons and corporations. TMs company 
has contracts with the various factor- 
ies of the city, at 7 cents per thousand 
The contract for building the pipe line 
has been let to Jones Bros of Mt 
"Vernon. 


The Logan company is pushing its 


well down three rocs from the big 
Hunter well and has also located a 
well just across the road 
about 30 


rods in the opposite direction from 
the Hunter. The chances are that it 
will be drawing gas from the territory 
even before the owners of the Hunter 
well get a line laid. That's the mis- 
fortune of the Knox County company 
having but five acres in the lease. 


The Forbing company, which is 


sinking a test well on the Culp farm 
six miles northeast of Utica has 
changed its name to Morgan-Ciay Gas 
Company, from the names ot the two 
townships in which its leases lie. The 


ulp well is down about 2,000 feet and 


ought to find the sand in a few days. 


The Knox County company was 


granted a franchise at "\Vooster a few 
days ago.

DEATH 


CAME TO JUDGE JEROME BUCK- 


INGHAM THURSDAY NIGHT 


Was President of Fi'rst National Bank 


Ex-Common Pleas Judge and 


Distinguished Citizen. 


Judge Jercme Buckingham died at 


5:45 o'clock Thursday e\ening at his 
home on Hudson avenue, after a long 
illness v;itL bladder 
and 
kidney 


trouble, at the age of 82 years. 
' 


The funeral take place from the late 


home Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Interment in Cedar Hill Cemetery. 


Judge Jerome Buckingham was bora 


in 
Tuckhannock, 
Luzerne county, 


Pennsylvania, June 
lOtn, 1820. His 


father. .John Buckingham, was a na- 
tive of Connecticut, and his mother a 
Pennsylvania German. In his early 
childhood his parents moved to Nor- 
valk, Ohio, where he attended tho 
common schools and in the fall of 
]&37 he entered Kenyon College 
at 


Gambier, Ohio, 
where he remained 


for two years. In 1839 he entered the 
Western Reserve College at Hudson, 
Ohio, from which, he graduated in 
1841. In the fall of the same year lie 
began the study of 'law with Goddard 
and 
Converse, at Zanesville, Ohio. 


In 1843 he entered the law school of 
Harvard University 
at Cambridge, 


Mass., from which he graduated a 
1344. 
He was admitted to the bar in 


the fall of that year by the Supreme 
Court at Cleveland, 
Ohio, and the 


same year settled In Newark, Ohio, 
and began the practice of law, forming 
a partnership with, Joshua Mathiot, 
who then had an extensive practice i" 
tl^'s and adjoining counties. 


Judge Buckingham continued, in tlic 


active practice of his profession, witn 
but a short intermission, from 1844 to 
1888, when he was elected Common 
Pleas Judge, a period of 44 years, or 
almost half a century. He formed 
law partnerships 
with L. P. Coman, 


James White, Judge Kibler and J. R. 
Davies during this period. 


In October, 1869,' he was appointed 


Judge of the Common. Pleas court of 
this district, by ex-President Hayes, 
who was then Governor of Ohio, to fill 
the unexpired term of Judge Brum- 
back, who had resigned. 


He was President of ithe First Na- 


tional Bank of Newark, 
Ohio, since 


its organization. 
He was a delegate 


to the National" Tfepublicatf Conven- 
tion which nominated 
Garfleld for 


President. 


He was one of the" first Trustees of 


the Children's Home in. this county. 
In 1888 he was elected Common Pleas 
Judge of this Judicial District and 
served five years. At the expiration 
of his term as Judge, ie retired from 
the active practice of law. 


He was always courteous and dig- 


nified, a fine scholar, an able lawyer 
and Judge. He had, during his ca- 
reer as a lawyer, an -extensive practice 
of the highest order, and enjoyed the 
confidence and respect of the public 
in a marked degree, and was faithful 
to every trust reposed an him. 


June, Sth, 1848, he was married to 


Anne Brice. daughter of Dr. Benjamin 
Brice, who died April 15th, 1849. Sep- 
tember loth, 1853, he Tras married to 
Harriett A. Thompson, 
daughter of 


Dr. Robert Thompson of Columbus, 
Ohio, who still survives. Mm. By this 
marriage there were seven children: 
Anne, who married Henry O. Norris, 
Harriet, Elizabeth, wife of Walter P- 
Ferguson, Sarah, Margaret, John and 
Mary. Of these. Harriet, John and 
Mrs. Norris have passed away. 


Judge Buckingham was a student of 


nature, and loved the woods, the 
streams and the hills. He was a man 
of the most exemplary habits, domes- 
tic in his tastes, and exceedingly fond 
of his home and his family, and no 
husband and father 
will be more 


missed than he. He ^as a faithful 
friend, an upright citizen, and his loss 
will be deeply felt in this community-

Some of Wu Ting Fang's ideas of the 


United States are embodied in the fol- 
lowing farewell 
interview with 
a 


Washington correspondent of the New 
York World. 


The former Chinese minister crossed 


one leg over the other under his'laven- 
der skirt. Then he interlocked his fin- 
gers and repeated the question, "What 
has most impressed me during my six 
-years in the United States?" 


"Two things," he said—"the -activity 


of your people and the good the rich 
men do with their money." 


"I suppose every foreigner is impress- 


ed with the restless energy of the 
America'ns. It is so different from the 
quieter, or shall I say more composed, 
habits of the people of'other countries. 
Everybody seems to be full of life, to 
rush about as if the fate of the uni- 
verse depended on his individual ef- 
forts! Yon are all hustlers." He smiled 
a little when he used that word. "You 
see, I know the idioms. It- is this ener- 
"gy, this activity, that accomplishes the 
results that have made you the wonder- 
' ful nation. We in China are of a differ- 


ent temperament. 
We are not so ac- 


tive, but even with that temperament I 
have found it contagious. I find iny- 


" self walking more quickly and doing 


things morejrapidly. It is great; it is 
the secret—energy, activity, push; it is 
the type of Americanism. 


"Then I marvel at the good the rich 


- do with their money. I mean it as- 


tounds me to see that so many of the 
.millionaires in this country distribute 
their wealth to universities, to libraries, 


, to hospitals and to great public im- 


provements and enterprises for the ed- 
ucation of the people. 
Mr. Carnegie 


said he considered himself an agent for 
the disposition of his money for the 


- benefit of the people. 
There is very 


little of that spirit abroad. 


"Of course there' are misers. 
We 


Imve them in China. There are many 
rich men there, you know, and some of 
them hold on to their money closely. I 
suppose there are plenty of misers in 
this country, too, but that doesn't de- 
tract from the splendid example of the 
men like Carnejpe and Rockefeller and 
others who are/oouring out their money, 
for the benefit | rf the public. I do not 
mean to say thj i they are giving enough 
or half enough. It is the trait that in- 
terests and impresses me."

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Hy« n* a Cover Crop. 


In reply to the inquiry of a Pennsyl- 


vania correspondent about theuseof rye 
I would say it will undoubtedly servo 
u most excellent purpose for u cover 
crop under certain condition'!. 
It is 


not to be recommended for all pur- 
poses, particularly on land that Is de- 
ficient In nitrogen. It should be borne 
iu mind that rye will add practically 
no plant food to the foil when turned 
under In the spring as, a green manur- 
ing crop. On the other hand, legumi- ' 
nous crops will probably add some- 
thing to the store of plant food already 
in the 'soil. It is true that rye wlien 
turned under as a green manuring 
crop may materially akl the succeed- 
ing cr.qp indirectly. If the crop is too 
alkaline, the plowing under of a con- 
siderable amonnt of green rye in -the 
spring will tend to neutralize the soil. 
The decomposition of the rye in the 
soil would also tend to liberate the 
plant food that is in the soil. The rye, 
however, will not add directly to the 
store of plant food. Some of the vetches 
or crimson clover would be preferred 
if additional nitrogen is desired. Rye 


I is hardy, (juick pro win. c and will en- 
dure the rigors of the winter well and 
on this account is oftentimes highly 
prized as a cover crop. The purposes 
for which the cover crop is desired 
should determine whether rye is best 
suited or not—Professor G. C. Watson, 
Pennsylvania State College.
